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Oliver Wendell Holmes, James Freeman 
Clarke, and others, of the distinguished class 
of 1829. Coming to Andover in the autumn 
after his graduation, he spent three years at 
Andover Theological Seminary, taking his 
degree in divinity in 1832. One selection in 
his published works is called “Our years roll 
on,” composed on New Year’s Day, 1832, 
while he was a student in the Seminary. A 
few lines will show its quality: 

“Youths of few summers, — boys, still dolts at 

school, 
Leaping the rigors of parental rule, — 

Deem all control a bore, and vote it harsh; 

Ape foreign style, and sport the curled moustache; 

Plunge with a zest, in nonsense and in sin, 

Hair-oil without, and hair-brained skulls within: 

The pomp external, affluently shed, 

Proclaims they have within an empty head. 

How eloquently weakness tells its tale! 

Like ships that tower aloft, with wind in every 
sail." 

Those were days when, in spite of the in- 
fluence of Wordsworth, Shelley, and Keats, 
the spirit of Alexander Pope dominated 
American poetry, and these lines, even to the 
final alexandrine, are typically eighteenth 
century. 

We come now to the story of ‘‘ America,’ 
the main details of which have been ac- 
curately given by the author himself’ In the 
winter of 1832 he was living in the residence 
on Main Street now owned by Phillips 
Academy and occupied by Mrs. Arthur 
Allen, but formerly known for many years as 
the Blunt House. It was a cold and gloomy 
day in February, — the exact date unknown. 
Young Smith, then only twenty-four years 
old, was looking through some music books, 
Grouse from Germany by William C. 
Woodbridge and given to him by the com- 

, Lowell Mason, who in turn had placed 
them in Smith’s hands, asking him to trans- 
late anything he cared for or to write original 
words to any of the music which he liked.

Twelve years later, in 
1854, he resigned his pastorate in order to 
become Editorial Secretary of the American

periods. His leisure hours were spent, not 

only in hymn writing, but also in the com- 
pilation of a ponderous “History of Newton,” 
covering nearly one thousand pages. 

As he grew older, Dr. Smith became, like 
Holmes, a kind of established Boston institu- 
tion. At the dinners of the class of 1829, 
these two men were prominent figures, and 
it was at one such anniversary that Holmes 
wrote of his classmate, in “The Boys”: 

** And there's a nice youngster of excellent pith, — 
Fate tried to conceal him by naming him Smith, — 
But he shouted a song for the brave and the free,— 
Just read on his medal, — ‘My country, of thee'!"" 

Dr. Smith himself had a vein of quiet humor 

which was shown on such occasions, and fre- 

quently displayed itself in reunion poems, 
only a little inferior to those of Holmes. 

Dr. Holmes died in October, 1894, and Dr. 
Smith survived him only a few months, dying 
in 1895, at the age of cighty-seven. In his 
last years he still retained his physical 
vitality and intellectual vigor. Even his 
memory did not fail, and he kept the full 

session of his faculties to the end. His

The Cinema 


The movies are attracting a weekly 
audience of 130,000,000 in this country 
alone. Starting as an obscure industry 
about thirty years ago, they have now 
become one of the greatest industries in 
the country, in which billions of dollars 
are invested and hundred of thousands 
of people employed so that the Ameri- 
can film dominates the world market. 
Although the British want protection 
from our films, China and other coun- 
tries officially ask for more. The motion 
picture is without doubt the most 
popular form of entertainment ever 
known and it is potentially the greatest 
teacher in existence. 

The London ‘News of the World” 
has this estimate of its importance in 
our life. “The film is rapidly becoming 
the university of the average boy and 
girl; the post graduate school of the 
man in the street. It is usurping the 
place of the home, school, pulpit and 
library. In the world of today it is the 
most powerful of all agencies for the 
propagation of ideas.” Since pictires 
know no language they have a most 
cosmopolitan appeal and their influence 
is growing constantly. 

To many people this tremendous 
development has been the occasion for 
much alarm and the bitterest criticism 
has been heaped on the movies. Un- 
fortunately much of this unfavorable 
comment is justified, for moving pictures 
are guilty of much nonsense. In no 
other portrayal of the drama of life will 
one find such absurd situations as here. 
In few books or plays is one likely to 
encounter so many characters over- 
drawn, amounting almost to caricatures. 
All too often moving pictures require a 
sweet but helpless and weeping heroine, 
a moustached ~“Iain so exaggerated that 
the remotest reaims of Hades could not 
offer up a more beastly type, and a hero 
who is so noble, so chivalrous and so 
pure as to be utterly unreal and un- 
interesting. Along with these types go 
a great excess of hokum emotions and 
unconvincing heavings of the heroine’s 
breast. 

Despite the profuse sobbing, movies 
end happily. Of thirteen pictures 
observed at the local playhouse during 
the past few weeks all but one — 
“Abraham Lincoln” ended in the tra- 
ditional clinch. In this respect, pro- 
ducers may be forgiven, for the Ameri- 
can public loves to be deceived into 
thinking that everything will always 
end happily. Of ten villians in the 
pictures referred to above seven wore a 
moustache. Why this adornment was 
necessary to make the brutes more 
hideous cannot be explained. Movies 
have been criticized for being immoral, 
giving unnecessary details of burglaries, 
scenes with a carnal appeal and that 
sort of thing. There is no doubt but that 
in the last year or two we have had 
names of pictures, if not the pictures 
themselves, which were intended to be 
alluring in a coarse way. 

Yet, not withstanding all this criti- 
cism, the situation is far from dis- 
couraging, mainly because of a few 
forward-looking individuals, as a result 
of whose efforts we get some pictures 
that can be called marvels of this 
photographie art. In the main these 
good pictures are due to expert direct- 
ors upon whom falls the responsibility 
for the technical skill that goes to make 
up a picture. Perhaps chief among 
the good directors are Von Stroheim and 
Lubitsch, both Germans. Capable 
directing prevents absurd situations, 
overdrawn characters, foolish outbursts 
of emotions and similar nonsense, and 
substitutes intelligent action for acts 
animated only by love, or lust, or in- 
herent worth or some other emotional 
factor. 

The movies are improving also be- 
cause they are depending less and less 
on long explanatory titles to tell the 


story. The story is being left largely to 
the actors and the public is given 
credit for seeing something happen 


when it does happen without having to 
be told what is taking place and how 
important it is. The most striking 
illustration of this is “*The Last Laugh,” 
a remarkable character, study with 
Emil Jannings, in the picturization of 
which not a single subtitle was needed. 
The camera is learning to speak for 
itself. 

Better photography is likewise making 
its contribution toward better pictures. 


Technical improvements in the camera 
make possible novel feats and pictures 
with amazing beauty of scenery and 
other objects. Many stories are being 
written purposely for the screen. This 
supplies the studios with material 
particularily adapted to the needs of the 
industry. In consequence this form of 
artistry is shaping an individuality of 
its own. Better actors, too, go far to 
bring about an art of increasing worth 
and beauty. 

Current literature and the stage seem 
to be exploiting the unconventional in 
our codes and customs. Not everyone 
can pay $2.00 to buy a book or see a 
dramatic performance but everyone 
can and nearly everyone does pay the 
small price to see a picture. So it will 
never do to place an immoral offering 
before the 130,000,000 who patronize 
motion picture theatres each week, 
especially since so many children go 
there. Yet it would be impossible to 
depict life without dwelling on sex 
matters and marriage problems. Some 
of the best pictures, as well as some of 
the greatest literature, have as their 
theme some such topic. Children 
should be excluded from certain theatres 
where adult pictures are shown or 
certain pictures should be specifically 
designated not to be seen by persons 
under sixteen, wherever they go. Be- 
cause this is not now being done some 
of the best plays never get into the 
movies and some of the best movies are 
kept from entering the censorship 
states of the West. Among these are 
“Anna Christie,’ *‘Greed,”’ “A Woman 
of Paris’? and “Forbidden Paradise.” 
The public likes humor much better 
than sex pictures and as a result 1925 
has been a year of westerns. The big 
demand now is for comedy and action. 
The society drama, the marriage prob- 
lem story and the sex picture have not 
been popular ‘and the production of this 
type of pictwwe has fallen away. The 
movies, largely through the Motion 
Picture Producers and Distributors of 
America, Inc., of which Will H. Hays is 
president, aré ‘establishing better moral 
standards of their own, and the screen 
is more wholesome than it was. At 
their worst the nature of pictures is 
but a reflection of public taste, for 
producers turn out their pictures with 
an eye on the potential box-office re- 
ceipts and these in turn depend on 
public support: 

Schools, churches and other organized 
bodies are learning to utilize the films 
more and nigre fur educational pur- 
poses and the field in this line’ is almost 
limitless. For the ordinary patron, 
pictures of current events shown freshly 
every few days are of great educational 
force. ‘They visualize events of world 
importance in a most interesting way. 
Travel pictures and those depicting 
foreign peoples and customs sympa- 
thetically are also broadening and edu- 
cational in their effect. 

Along with the development of the 
movie we haye had two other features 
which make both for beauty and culture. 
One if the theatre. Motion picture 
houses such as the Metropolitan in 
Boston are real contributions to the 
artistic centers of any community. 
Coincident with this is the trend toward 
better music by competent orchestras 
preceding and during the showing of 
pictures. 

Unlike other forms of art, motion 
pictures are very recent and makers 
have been too busy expanding to do 
much improving. Yet there is an un- 
mistakable trend toward better movies 
and as public opinion asserts itself 
more, we shall get more of them. ‘There 
is just cause for optimism, and there is 
wonderful entertainment in store for 
us in the future. Better art, better 
drama will mean better entertainment 
and these will find a responsive public. 
To be better, pictures need not be 
bigger; they should, in fact, dazzle less 
and entertain more. We want not 
bigger and better pictures but smaller 
and better ones and no doubt we shall 
gradually get them.

The association 
is a part of the New England movement to 
unite farmer and business man, encourage a 
more efficient agriculture which in turn 
benefits the consumer and enriches the 
country and city alike. 

The reports of the president and manager 
are given herewith. 

The president’s repor : 

I have had the pleasure of serving you as 
President for eight years. During this 
eriod we have increased our capital. stock 
rom $5,000 to over $18,000. During the 
last half of this period we have paid regular 
dividends, as required, of 5 per cent. 

During these cight years we have moved 
$1,654,854 worth of agricultural materials 
and food stuffs into Essex County. We have 
sold them to our members at practically cost, 
for during the last three years all surplus 
beyond reasonable reserve has been returned 
to the buyers in the form of dividends on 
purchases, and IT am glad to say the last

But beyond the financial benefit, we have 
been of great service to the County in having 
honest, reliable and well educated men in our 
employ who have been able to go from farm 
to ai contributing something helpful to 
each. 

We have also enjoyed the assistance of 
trained industrial minds on agricultural 
problems, creating thereby a far better 
understanding between the farmer and 
business man. 

Your Association is today in a sound 
financial condition. Your capital stock is 
nearly equal to your floating debt. You 
have a small surplus, and you are making 
money. There is but one situation about 
which I must give warning, and that is bad 
debts. Too many seem to consider a co- 
operative association of this kind as a place 
where they can borrow money. If this 
continues it will make it impossible for the 
Association to operate profitably, as those 
who pay their bills cannot be expected to 
carry those who don’t. If I were asked what 
was the greatest contributing factor to our 
success, and most cooperative organizations 
of this kind have been failures, I would say it 
was the co-operation between the business 
men and the farmers, and particularly the 
business man’s system of accounting on good 
sound lines, which though seemingly expen- 
sive, produces facts, and with these facts it 
was simple for all parties in interest to come 
to an understanding and agreement.

The manager’s report: 

At this time, marking the close of our 
eighth year of service to the farmers of 
Essex County, we may well stop to consider 
the reasons for the existence and growth of 
our organization. If there was not some 
fundamental purpose and aim behind the 
Association the officers and members would 
not give so freely of their time and purchas- 
ing power and we would not continue to grow 
and prosper year by year. After all there is 
satisfaction in helping the other fellow, 
especially if at the same time we may get 
some benefit for ourselves. We are not 
merely a grain company or hard headed 
business concern but a part of a tremendous 
movement which is sweeping our country 
showing that there is much to be gained for 
all of us by working together, both finan- 
cially and otherwise. Cooperation in agri- 
culture is not new in Europe but owing to 
different conditions in the United States it 
has been slow to take root with our farmers. 
Our company, to a certain extent, is a 
pioneer in our line in this part of the country 
as few cooperatives, in New England at least, 
have eight years of successful endeavor 
behind them. At the present time we hear 
much from Washington and the Western 
States of the importance of cooperative 
buying and selling and while we all have 
much to learn along these lines we believe the 
principles involved are fundamentally right 
and that the details will be worked out more 
successfully as the years go by. To be suc- 
cessful a cooperative must be an advantage 
to both producer and consumer and find its 
place in society as an economic benefit to all. 
Otherwise it will prove an anprofitable 
venture and be replaced by other more 
economical practices. Our association is 
trying to work along lines both practical and 
economical for its members and thus en- 
courage and help agriculture which in turn 
benefits our towns and city life and people. 

We ordinarily think the sole purpose in 
forming such an organization as ours is 
purely financial. This, of course, is an im- 
portant part of our job. By encouraging 
purchase of our supplies in large quantities, 
car lots or more, and handling goods direct 
from the car door for cash we are able to 
make savings for ourselves in original costs 
and delivery charges; your company also 
maintains delivery service for those who are 
unable to haul their own supplies econ- 
omically and wish to pay a nominal charge 
for this service. Our benefits, however, do not 
stop here. Since our conception we have 
worked steadily to improve the quality of 
supplies purchased for our members and 
circulated the proper methods of using feed, 
seed, spray materials, fertilizer etc., and thus 
increasing the value to our farmers and 
returns from their use. Our agricultural 
schools and extensive service do much along 
this line but by working with them we can 

ut the results of their labor and experimen- 

tion directly in the hands of our members 
in a concrete form. 

The work of the Eastern States Farmers 
Exchange in raising standards of quality in 
feeds, fertilizers and seed has been of the 
greatest importance and value to the farmers 
of New England and it has been our policy 
to work with them and place our orders with 
this organization. 

In connection with maintaining high 
quality in merchandise it may be said that 
highest quality and lowest prices do not 
always go together. It must not be lost 
sight of that goods should never be pur- 
chased on price alone. What we should be 
interested in should be the cost of producing 
a quart of milk, a dozen eggs or a bushel of 
potatoes and in this connection it is the 
policy of your organization to sell you sup- 
plies that will give you the most returns per 
dollar spent even though at times our com- 
petitors may offer you goods at less cost per 
Pound or ton, 

Your association has the added advantage 
of the non-profit feature, all earnings being 
distributed annually to its members in pro- 
portion to the amount of goods purchased. 

or this reason you are assured of receiving 
a good article at a fair price as there is no 
incentive for personal profit to anyone. 

_ Beyond these reasons there s another 
important function of our organization. New 
Englanders and farmers especially have a 
reputation of being individualistic, hard 
headed and even suspicious of any move- 
ments toward working together. ‘The 
history of cooperation has been one of 
failures due to lack of real business organiza- 
tion with paid workers and an attitude of 
letting the other fellow carry the responsi- 
bility. Our members by their continued 
support in purchase of their supplies and 


farmers can cooperate to the benefit of alland 
with hardship to none.

Earthquakes Peril 
America’s Big Cities 


About the last thought, probably. 
that occurs to the average American 
{fs that he may be living in an area of 
eurthquake’ danger. As a matter of 
fuct, earthquakes occur In the United 
Stutes every year—many of them. 
More than that, writes Arthur Selwyn 
Brown, Ph.D. LL.D. In Popular 
Science Monthly, they occur in places 
that point to the existence of definite 
lines of earth weakness passing 
through or near some of our greatest 
cities. New York, Washington and 
Boston, for gxample, He along one of 
these lines, and consequently are not 
removed entirely from the danger of 
earthquake. 

Other similar lines are found 
stretching across the continent from 
southern California to the Atlantic 
const, sweeping up through the Mis- 
sissipp! valley to the Great Lakes, 
cleaving the center of New England. 
Within these areas live millions of 
people. 

A study of the annual reports of 
earthquakes in the United States 
shows that there Is an {mportant line 
of earth weakness starting in the 
southern parts of California, travers- 
Ing Arizona, following the thirty-fifth 
degree of latitude, sending a spur up 
the Mississipp! and Ohio rivers, then 
running eastward to the sea, and 
thence following the Atlantic coastal 
ranges up to Prince Edward island 
and Newfoundland. 


British Doctor Gives 
New “Cures” for Ills 


If you want to forget your troubles, 
think about them as hard as you can, 
says a leading British medical man. 
You cannot drive an unpleasant mem- 
ory out of the mind, but you can, as It 
were, tire it out by constantly thinking 
about It, and it will then dissipate 
itself. 

Another eminent doctor says that 
the way to cure contrariness in chil- 
dren {s not by reproof but by appro 
bation. 

Contrary habits are common in chil- 
dren. If wanted to hurry they will 
dawdle, if asked to sit down they in- 
sist upon standing up. The way to 
check opposition of this kind is, we are 
told, to pretend that going slow and 
standing up Is what ts desired, and 
contrary hab{ts at table should ‘be 
combated in the same way. The 
trouble is not usually the child’s own 
fault, but Is more often than not due 
to a highly nervous, self-conscious 
temperament. 


Some Long Distances 

In our finite Conception of things ft 
is hardly possible for any of us to 
{magine the vastness of the universe. 
It Is this restricted point of view that 
makes It difficult for us to appreciate 
the practical value of developments 
beyond the earth. Our sun is about 
93,000,000 miles away, and to the aver- 
age person that appears to be quite 
some distance. 

We think that even our nearest 
neighbor, the moon, Is a long way off 
from us because the Intervening gap is 
about 240,000 miles. But when we 
think of these bodies in terms of other 
celestial objects It bocomes apparent 
how close we really are to our source 
of sunlight. 

The reflected light from the moon 
reaches us in one and a quarter sec- 
onds, while even the light from the 
sun, traveling at the rate of 186,000 
miles a second, gets to us in eight and 
a third minutes. 

All this represents rapid service in 
view of the truth that the light from 
the nearest star to the earth requires 
more than four years to reach us.— 
Floyd W. Parsons. In the Saturday

New York Skyscraper 


Marvel of Ingenuity 

Through one smuil door, only eight 
feet square, a 16-story steel and con 
crete skyscruper was constructed re 
cently within a department store in 
New York city, in making an addition to 
the building. To accomplish this surpris- 
ing engineering feat the workmen had 
to carry every piece of machinery, 
every beam of lumber and every steel 
girder through the single narrow open- 
ing. And they did it without disturb- 
ing business in the old building in the 
slightest degree, suys Popular Science 
Monthly. 

Before remodeling the building had 
a rotunda In the center 60 feet square, 
which extended through the 16 floors 
from basement to dome. In this space 
the new skyscraper had to be erected. 

The eight-foot door through which 
the thousands of tons of building ma- 
terlals and hoisting machinery had to 
be carried was on the street level. Be- 
fore beginning work on the new bulld- 
ing 18,000 wheelbarrow loads of wreck- 
age and waste material from the ro- 
tunda had to be carried to the street 
through this same door, 

Included in the material that was 
pushed through the elght-foot opening 
were elght elevator motors each weigh- 
Ing elght tons, elght elevator genera- 
tors of one ton each, 108,000 square 
feet of flooring planks, 9,166 loads of 
hollow tile, 8,000 bags of plaster, 6,000 
loads of floor arches, 1,000 wheelbar- 
row loads of bricks, 1,800 loads of cell- 
ing matertal, 8,000 scaffold planks and 
7,000 feet of guide rails for eight ele 
vators, 

Shut off from the store by board 
partitions the progress of the work was 
80 unnoticed that when the new store 
within a store was opened to the pub- 
lic It was viewed with great surprise.
